Bills bcioro ilio House 

Tho Jury Emolnmont Bill, brought 
lu by Mr .Duck, aims m rotnodying a 
folt evil. To Offer to a juror in 
British Columbia tbo immomorial 'shil- 
ling' is a mero mockery. In England 
petit jurors oro generally men in com- 
fortablo circumstances,— men who do 
not literally depend on thoir days work 
for thoir day'd dinner. But in this 
country thero is as yet no claaa cor- 
responding with that ia England from 
whiob to draw juries. Horo tho work- 
man who has to support a family can 
ill afford to give his services at Court 
or tho nominal shilling.' It is only 
proper to romark, howovor, that tho 
Court has tho power to causo such 
omaneration to bo paid to jurymen as it 
may deem proper, not exceeding a pound 
a day ; but it is desirable that a fair and 
roaseuab'Q rato should bo fixed by law. 
Tuus tho principle of the Bill mustmeut 
with general commendation. But tho 
proposed scale ot remuneration is, we 
think, open to objection, It was first 
proposed to fix tho t-eule at $4, a day in 
tho Lortor country, with conain r,ite of 
incrooso in tho iDtorior, Tho author ol 
the Bill, however, readily yeilded to 
urgumentB advat eod against these raltB, 
and Biibstitnted 82, t> day for petit jurors 
and $3 a cUy lor special jurors in tho 
Lower eouutry, tho rate to bo increased 
fitty per cent within a certain area, and 
one hundred per cent in tho more re- 
mole parts of tho Province It is 
thoroforo, with thefo last, figures that 
wo havo to do, li was urged against 
this scale that, whilo it was not un- 
reasonable as applied to tho Lower 
country, it would ha7o tho ell'^ct of 
plaoing justico practically beyond tho 
reach of tbo poor man in the remote 
Districts. We inclico to the same opin- 
ion. It ia undenlabiy a hardship to 
compel men who dopond on ineir day's 
work for their day's living to do jury 
duty at their own charges- But let nse 
bo direful that, in remedying ono ovil 
auother and, pi ssiby, a more serious on 
is notcreated, — tho closing of the doors 
of justice against the poor man.' Every 
subject owes jury duty to his country ; 
ana tbo duty, not tho pay, should be 
tho dominant idea. But, in discharging 
thisdaly^no wrong should bo done 
either to himself or to his family. Tho 
object should bo to hit tho happy 
modium, and wo aro inclined to think u 
uniform rate of $2, a day would do 
that ; for it must be reoolleeled that in 
thooo very Districts whore it was pro» 
posed to doublo tho rate, a largo major- 
ity ol jurors have families depending upon 
thorn. The principle of ohoapening 
justice, so ns t j bring it within tbo reaeii 
of all, is a good one ; but to doublo the 
pay ol jurors in tho interior would havo iha 
practical effect, it is to ho feared, of placing 
j uslico beyond the poor man'a reach. 
Turning to tbo Verdict of Juries Bill, 
introduced by tbo Hon. Attorney-General, 
we tiad the measure, aa wo ibinh, wholly nn- 
objectionsble. This Bill provides that when 
a jury shall havo (ailed m tbreo hours lo 
agree upon a unanimouj verdict, it BQall bo 
competent for three-fourths (or nine out of 
the twelve) lo BoU a verdict, ll was contend- 
ed by somo members that the measure w«i a 
dangerous innovation, of B sacred principle in 
British J unspru Jenco. limit waa shown ou 
the olber hand that Iho very principle of the 
Bill had long beeu recognized in Great Britain, 
even without tho modifying inflaeace ol the 
three hours condition. We think tho measure 
is one which will readily commend itself to 
the good sense of every practical thinker. 
Were it proposed to apply the principii to 
criminal junsprud-nce, there might be reason 
for hesitation; lor there is something peculiar, 
ly sacred about tho life and liberty of the 
subject; and we are not prepared lo say that 
he should be liable to be deprived of either 
unless by the unanimous consent of twelve of 
his peers. Hut when tne question comes to 
be tho settlement of a dispute involving the 
payment of a sum of money, it is difficult lo 
sen why a mnjority should not rule. Tim 
principle is recognized in enaciing the laws. 
Why should it not bo recognized in adminis- 
tering lb em ? It is recoguized among tbe 
Judges of law. ll'hy should it not bo recog- 
nized among tbo fudges of lact ? The question 
is simple Ibis: Are the nine more likely to 
reach just and correct conclusions than Ibe 
three? As the matter Blands at present, 
eleven jurors may bo agreed upon a verdict, 
but the twelvth can over-rule them in oegativ- 
ing justice. In large communities the evil i-, 
of coursp, less fell; but there are places in 
British Columbia where it Is difficult to get a 
jury in winch either plaintiff or defend- 
ant has not a personal friend or 
business relation; and the instances where' 
justice baa been defeated by one man standing 
out against the evidence, Hie facts, and the 
eleven are so numerous as lo demand a reuiede. 
The principle of the Bill is not new, It is 
sound Willi the three hours qualification it 
is perfectly side.

British Colonist, - It might 
bo suppojod from tho letter of Fhilo- 
Chinaso, and iiom tho ardent advocacy 
rf a Poll tn v on Obinamen by tho 
bODorablo member f r Nanaimo, that 
the matter is Invested with much intor* 
cut to this community. Stioh a suppo- 
sition wonid bo inoro imaginary than 
real, Whllo belioving in tho uonosty 
of Mr lljbsou'.s i fi ton lions thoro are 
somo ot his confitituenis who etitmot seo 
tho uiility ot tho agitation ho has pro- 
voked, nor any practical good tbat 
is likely to arise as a cotisequonco ol 
tho measure ho Bought to introduce. 
Thoro aro those, too, who havo not 
perceived iho patency ox pertinency of 
Mr JJobsori'i) argomerM ia support ot 
his motion. Indeed, thoro is eome 
little incongruity about them, which 
you will, 1 hope, please allovv mo brief- 
ly to notice. 

Firs', it is Btated that 'owing to tho 
peeulia" hubiis of the raco Chinese do 
not pay anything like their lair share ol 
taxation,' 

With equal reason might it bo said 
that 'owing to his poculiar habits' the 
vvorkingmao, or laborer, who drinks 
only beer doeB no: pay tho sumo pro- 
portion ot tax as tho ollioial or merchant 
who drinks ehnmpagno, &0, It is truo, 
no doubt, there are people in tho colony 
who livo on laro as poor us do tho 
Nanaimo CbinamoD, and it is forgotten, 
surely, that tho Celestial pays his K-jad 
Tax and every oiber tax imposed by 
Law. 

II nv is it, lot mo further esk, lha; 
iho traders of Nanaimo uro not 
largely benefitted by tho presenoo ot a 
considerable number ol Chinese residents! 
It ii simply beoitnBO the Chinamen aro 
uhrotvd enough to keep stores of thoir 
own ; yet, 1 affirm there is not a busi- 
ness bouoo iu town that does not 
moro or less benefit by and from the 
dealings ot this much abased and miB- 
reprosoutcd claH?, aud I moreover as* 
scrt, as a firm conviction, that tho Chi- 
iioso t-paud aa much t'« proportion to 
their earnings as do the generality of 
single men at Nanaimo, Among tho 
latter, it is pleasing to observe, 
aro many who aro frugal and 
steady— who have regard to fatoroa'i 
well us present watti. And should tho 
Aaia icabo maligned for iheir thrilt and 
piovideuco i Tbey aro not tho only ones, 
depend upon il, who corno to the colony 
with a settled intention to leave it some day 
or other. 

Again, it is said wilb regard to the 
economy of Cbinrs) labor tbat ibe question 
had been listed at Nanaimo, beta to tha 
coal miues aud at the stone quarry, and ihe 
convic ! ion was that each labor is not ths 
most profit iblo. Does it no! seem remaik ibly 
strange, if tho matter so staod, that China- 
men should be engaged at all i And if the 
labor ol Chinamen bo not tie cheapest, 
advantageous in some way, why all thia (ua» 
about its competition with that of white tneo ? 
If tho lattor is boBt, all things cotsiderod, it 
neot'8 no great foresight to nrosage l but the 
former will ho diepeuued with and eupplauted 
without the invidious protection asked, 

Tho question as proposed ia nothing more 
nor lcfa than a dirto. n t.'rferenco with tho 
rights and fioedotn of labor, which all of os 
wish respected whan applied to ourselves, 
and ;t is approaching a species of class legis- 
Ut on which hardly ever fai s to engoodar 
heartburnings aud retaliation between |> le 
sectioia ol people coooerned. 

We have complained of tie act on of the 
Chinese, at their cautioD in not giving the 
Nations freer and more speedy accui to 
t lair coutt'V lor the eittblisbment ol com 
mercial relations, and are now aiming at 
ibis and similar impolitic moveaierns lo ttiy 
at home--to m<:int;m Ihe lecluMoo and 
oairow, selfish polioy all Europe has desirod 
to a;e ubolin ied I

The Case of lite liriiish Government 
for tlio Geneva Arbitration. 

New York, Feb 27th. 
The Tribune publishes an extract of tho 
British case submitted to tbo Arbitrators at 
(ieuevn. In this statement Her Majesty's 
Government complains that it hiiB had tu reply- 
to au argument uot yet presented, aud when 
it shall have been presented, and tho claims 
of the United Status shall be defined precisely, 
Her Majesty's Government will exercise tbu 
right conferred on it by Art. 4 of the Treaty, 
submit to tho Tribunal an additional or more 
extended statement of tbo facta aa the case 
may exact. Until a comparison ot the cases 
presented by both parlies shall determine the 
points rually in dispute between tho two Ciov- 
eruments, it will refrain Irorn all discussion 
intended lo sustain its own position, and will 
limit itself at present to submitting lo the 
judgment ol the Tribunal the fallowing con- 
siderations: Tho ships, whatever may bo the 
circumstauces, were procured iu British ports 
for war purposes, and were employed as 
belligerent cruisers against tho United States 
while Great liritaiu herself remained neutral. 
Tlieso events have been the cause of displea* 
buio to the Government ot Her Britannic 
Mijesty, who expressed regret at the circum- 
stance. The following facts aro submitted 
which it must bo conceded are important to 
arrive at a just appreciation of the question: 
Tho vessels wero procured by cuiiuing and 
clandestine means which bullied the vigilance 
ol the Governmeut oflicersi Not one had the 
I 'ast armament, aud some had been construct- 
ed as ordinary merchant vessels, having 
nothing that would adapt them specially for 
war. In number they were very small; nnd 
finally llio persons who obtained possession 
and control of them, and employed them for 
belligerent purposes, wero themselves Ameri- 
can citizens, which tbo United fc'tateB Govern- 
ment has always admitted. .Such facts should 
seriously affect in the mind ot every Impartial 
man the question relative to the re? ponBibilily 
of a noulral Government. The United States 
Government professes to have right to pecu- 
niary Indemnity lor claims which it says re< 
suhed from the acts of those vessels; that is 
to say the warliho operations carried on by 
means of those ships, by persona who 
had them in their possession. It is 
evident tbat a pretension of this naturo is 
such that Ii*.- Majesty's Govoriimenr, animat- 
ed as it ia with amicable sentiments; to tbo 
Uuited States, could not in virluo of the" inspect 
it owes to its own rights and thoso of neutral 
nations in general, consent to admit, sinco it 
believes that it is not founded on justice. 

It dovolves on tho United Slatos to establish 
the propositions It has advanced, to state 
clearly tho International duty or duties on 
which they are based, and to demonstrate the 
violation of those of which it complain. 

Charges against a aaveroign Goverumcntof 
having eviucod culpable negligence in the 
exercise of one o* its powers of sovereignty, 
is an imputation which should ba sustained 
by strong an) solid reasons. Analion ought 
not to bt held responsible for n delay or omifr 
eioa which may be due simply to accident, 
and uot to want of foresight or reasonable 
care. Finolly, it does not sofTiec to demon- 
Btrato that an nit ht-a been committed which 
the Government sbould fnve loreicen. What 
mutt be advanced and provided is, that Ibe 
Qovernmeit failed lo oxerc ; B] tho Sirae 
amount of oare as it nsuilly employs ic iln 
internal affairs, aud which it may be reason- 
ably required to ase, in rant ers affecting In- 
ternational interests and duties. II tho trib- 
unal decides tbst Great Britiio has incurred 
any responsibility wbttiver towards tho Uni- 
ted State?, the question will then arieo is lo 
what shall be the just monsuro and exieut ol 
that respocaibility . H^r Moj s'y'i Govern- 
ment abstains at present from entering od 
this question, and reserves lor a more advanc- 
ed period of diecu?sion ull observation* that 
it shall determine t> submit nn this poinl in 
tbo name of Great Britain. If olaims ol this 
kiad were admitted without rtseiv.-, a belli- 
gerent could be asked lo be indemoiSid by n 
neutral lor rrailis which certainly ought ni t 
to be laid to fhe acts ol the laiter, betahould 
be plaoed to I i* own incapacity and n ac iv.
